REFEREE HECHT. 

In “Soccer News” of August 20, 
it has been stated that a member 
of the Referees’ Association criti- 
cised the Victorian Soccer Associa- 
tion for not making any move to 
alter the referees for the match 
Austria v. China until the evening 
of the match, 

Such a statement is incorrect, as 
the Referees’ Association were in- 
formed 24 hours before the game 
commenced that referee Hecht was 
anacceptable to the Austrian team, 
and referee Hutchison had been 

selected to replace referee Hecht. 

The official who made the above 
incorrect statement also mentioned 
that the referees thought Hecht 

_ should have been the referee. 

So also do the V.A.S.F.A. After 
all, we selected him. I hope that 
Emil Hecht will stay swith us. He 
is well liked and is efficient. It has 
been stated in the press that the 
V.A.S.F.A. persuaded the referees 
to officiate on the Tuesday evening. 

This statement is also incorrect. 
The credit is due. to Messrs. Dig- 
nam, Hadfield and Rodgers, of the 
re‘erees’ executive.

That is precisely the situation and atmosphere wich 
surrounds the Victorian Soceer Council. Most of the Which * 
Councillors are men who have devoted most of their spare 
time, for most of their lives, to Soccer. 


Most of their critics are of the type who TALK a great ; 
deal, but who, for a multitude of glib reasons, find that they. 
can DO nothing for Soccer. 

They are the snipers. 

There is also the type who joins a Club, Committee, or aa 
Council, and as soon as he discovers that he is not the boss 
of a one-man show, he quits in a huff, and thereafter be- 
comes a life-member of the Snipers’ Guild. 


Then there is the sniper who pushes himself forward 
for an appointment, then, finding the job a mite tedious, + 
fails to see out the season. 

As a result, it falls to the same small group of devoted «. 
men to labour, year after year, after year, for the adminis- 
tration and propagation of the game ... to deal wit” 
affiliates, finance, inter-State and international tours, coa 
ing, selection, discipline, fixtures, player status, publicity, 
school propaganda, and the hundreds of problems that crop 
up in any one season. 

Their reward is too often, as now, abuse, instead of 
praise, destructive criticism instead of the constructive help 
they. deserve. 

Let us all join in a campaign . . since snipers, critics a 
and back-biters will not help Soccer, let us silence them, or . 
at least ignore them. =

KURT DEFRIS 


It’s a pity that this story must be offered in brief form. 
Actually, this should be the first of a five-part serial entitled, 
“KURT DEFRIS, His Life and Times,” because this man’s 
life has contained more phases than an historical age. I shall 
do my best to compress a few highlights into a page or two. 


This indestructible Viennese 
bundle of energy had to survive 
both Hitler’s machine for mass 
~ -man destruction and the Japan- 
s_. steamroller in China, before 
coming to Australia. That he did 
so has proved a good thing for 
local Soccer, 


How many critics of the Vic- 
torian Selection Committee are 
aware that Kurt, who is one of the 
three selectors, was for years a 
famous outside right in Austria, a 
country swarming with high-class 
players? 

He first played at the age of 14 
for the juniors of the Vienna As- 
sociation Football.Club. In those 
days, a fellow player was Max 
Gold, who is currently Manager of 
the visiting RAPID team. 


Later, after four years with the 


highly-ranked Fair Unitas Acade- 
mic Club, Kurt was elected by 500 
clubs to represent them on the Aus- 
trian Football Association. 

Played for Vienna HAKOAH 

Although still an amateur, he 
was invited to become a member 
--~d play for the world-renowned 
ter fessional VIENNA HAKOAH. 

rt accepted, and played for 
HAKOAH on several thrilling oc- 
casions, — 

At the same time, he was a 
highly-ranked table tennis player. 
In this sport, however, he has had 
to play second fiddle to his wife— 
at one time Mrs. Defris was ranked 
third in the world. grading of 
women players! ; 

For two years, Kurt managed 
the Austrian National Amateur 
Soccer and Table Tennis Teams on 
their tours of France, Czecho-slo- 
vakia, and Hungary. He was near- 


ing the top of the tree in the ad- | 


ministration of sport in Austria. . 
Hitler Strikes | 
Then, in 1938, his country was 
blacked out by Hitler’s anschluss. 
By devious means, Kurt ‘escaped 
and fled to China. 
In Shanghai, he joined the Jew- 


ish Recreation Club, which con- . 


tained a great many refugees from 
Europe, and immediately set. about 
the successful organisation of a 
special Jewish athletic competition, 
involving 60 soccer teams, over 
200 table tennis teams, and sec- 
tions for boxing and swimming. 


At the same time, Kurt played 
his usual wing position for the 
J.R. Club in the Shanghai League’s 
first division. This league featured 
a number of national teams fam- 
ous in the East — the Russion 
SOKOL, the British EAST SUR- 
REYS, the Portuguese LUISI- 
TANO, the French A.S.F., the 
Japanese TUNG WEN, and the 
Chinese TUNG HWA. It is inter- 
esting to note that, at that time, 
Mr. Lee Wai Tong, at present Sec- 
retary - Coach of the touring 
SOUTH CHINA ATHLETIC AS- 
SOCIATION, was Manager of 
TUNG HWA. 


If further proof of Kurt’s adap- 
tability and popularity is required, 
surely it lies in the fact that he 
was elected President of the Inter- 
national Table Tennis Association 
of Shanghai, which boasted over 
10,000 registered players — AND 
KURT WAS THE ONLY NON- 
CHINESE IN THE ASSOCIA- 
TION! 


Suspected by Japanese 


Then came the Japanese. Being . 


a refugee from the western end of 


East-West Axis, Kurt’s influential 


positions with the virile, sporting 
sections of Shanghai’s population 
brought him under the notice of 
the Occupational Force. They 
promptly stripped him of all ap- 
pointments, and he was relegated 
to the scrap-heap for the duration 
of the war. 


But he wasn’t forgotten by his 
countless friends, As soon as the 
war ended, he was unanimously 
chosen by all the clubs of the 
Shanghai Soccer League as selec- 
tor, covering all foreign teams in 
the league. Even the Chinese Gov- 
ernment recognised him by offer-

ing him citizenship if he would 
stay in China and organise all ama- 
teur sport in Shanghai. : 

But by this time, Kurt yearned 
to see his parents and _ relatives 
again ... and they were in Aus- 
tralia. In 1946, this solid citizen 
made his home here. 

Back With HAKOAH 

It wasn’t long before he was 
back in Soccer, this time with 
HAKOAH. He still shakes with 
mirth when he recalls the first 
game he saw played by HAKOAH 
at Preston. Eight players as- 
sembled. ‘To play a game, Nat 
Spicer, then HAKOAH’S Manager, 
stripped, and thirteen spectators 
were persuaded. to do _ likewise. 


‘Eventually, 22 players took the . 


field. The brand of Soccer played 
that day can be left to the imagi- 
nation. 

HAKOAH has come a long way 
since then .. . and Kurt has been 
its Secretary-Manager for a long 
time. Characteristically, though, 
he gives all the credit to stalwarts 
Jack Skolnik, Tony Rubinstein, 
and other committee-men. 

Joins Victorian Council 

Four years ago, he joined the 
League Management Committee, 
and two years later was invited by 
Mr, W. R. Thomas, Chairman of 
the Victorian Soccer Council, to 
stand for that body. He did so, 
and was elected. 

Since then, Kurt has carried 
much more than his share of the 
load of Victorian. Soccer. As a 
State Selector, as a member of the 
League Management Committee, 
the Disciplinary Committee, and 
the International League Commit- | 
tee, as Acting Treasurer of the 
Council, as the first New Austra- 
lian Manager of the Victorian and 
Australian Test Teams, 1955, he 
has proven his ability and tireless- 
ness where Soccer is concerned. 

Of all his duties, there is only 
one that he dislikes intensely— 
serving on the Disciplinary Com- 
mittee. He hates to sit in judgment 
of his fellow-man. That is prob- 
ably one of the reasons for his 
popularity .. . Kurt likes every- 
body, and it follows quite naturally 
that everybody likes Kurt!

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SYD THOMAS... 


Is He Australia’s Best Winger, or 
Should He Return to Right Half? 


A great many Australian Soccer 
fans think Victoria’s Syd Thomas 
is potentially the finest outside 
right in the country. 


They could be right, although 
the 23-year-old Scot much prefers 
to play at right half. 


Good judges in former interna- 
tional Alec Barr, Victorian captain 
Tom Jack, and the coach of the 
Victorian Association, Len Young, 
insist that Syd’s pace and beautiful 
ball control, plus his ability to 
cross a ball accurately while in full 
gallop, all add up to a great wing- 
man, 


. Now that he is becoming re- 
signed to the inevitable future as a 
wingman, Syd is perfecting his 
winger’s technique, and a lot of 
people, Victorians in particular, 
would bet good money on his 


chances of being one of Austra- 


lia’s stars at the 1956 Olympic 
Games. 


Of course, Syd has no business 
playing soccer at all, and it is 


amazing that he has been a regu- 


lar selectee for Victoria since 
1958, when he was chosen to tour 
Queensland, where he participated 
in many games with startling suc- 
cess, : 

You see, Syd had never played 
any competitive soccer until he 
was 18, and his onlyrknowledge of 


the game was gleaned from occa- 


sional. “kick-abouts”’ with his pals - 


at home in Dundee, 


His school, Dundee High, was a 
rugby school, and on the way he 
performed as a_ schoolboy, ‘Syd 
should now be a top-flight Rugby 
League player. - 

But the craving for the round- 
ball code finally mastered him 
when he was called up for national 
service, and managed to get a 
game when the unit team was short 
of a player. Since that day he has 
never looked back, 


When he was 20, Syd emigrated 
to Australia, and on his first Satur- 
day in this country he played for 
Brighton’s third team. , 


The following week he was pro- 
moted to the seconds and played 
two, games before being. selected 
for the seniors. He kept his berth 
at Hehe half the rest of the season, 
in which Brighton won the Dock- 
erty Cup by beating Juventus five 
goals to nil, and also finishing run- 
ners-up in the league roster. 

Maybe Syd has a liking for play- 
ing in Cup finals, because in three 
seasons, in Australia he has partici- 
pated in three Dockerty Cup finals, 
twice with Brighton (who went 
down to Hakoah by two goals to 
one‘in 1958) and last year with his 
new team, Hakoah, who beat Foot- 
scray City seven goals to two.

Syd is supremely confident that 
this year will make his fourth 
season in a final and his third time 
for a winning team. 


When ‘he traps a ball and com- 
mences his dazzling dash down the 


field, Syd Thomas is at his brillia /, 
best. His artistic body feints, an 


uncanny ball control, the apparent 


ease with which jhe can bamboozle: 


an opponent, and his own obvious 
delight in the mastery of dribbling, 
never fails to thrill fans who can 
appreciate a ball maestro. The 
same skill and eagerness to beat 
the other team all on his lonesome 
often invokes ribald but good- 
natured comment from his ten 
team-mates, who lose no time ask- 
ing him: why he doesn’t “Eat the 
ba’ ” and have. done with it. And 
the good-natured Syd realises that 


they have just cause for complaint. : 


He knows he has.a tendency to 
sometimes overdo the artistry, is 
inclined to hang on to the ball 
longer than necessary when it 
would be causing the opposition 
greater damage in some other part 
of the ground. 

He knows his fault, and is work- 
ing hard to eradicate it — and if 
enthusiasm, hard work and a wil- 


lingness to listen to advice meargy 
anything, it will only be a matte 


of time until Syd has mastered his 
desire to beat that ‘extra man’’ 
and will improve his game by 
quick correct first-time passing 
when occasion demands a pass to 
a team-mate. 


To that end, he trains. three 


nights a week. 


Mondays, he runs with the Vic- 
torian squad, under the direction 
of imported English coach, Len 
Young, who is gradually straighten- 
ing the kinks in his game; Wed- 
nesdays, he turns out with his 
club, Hakoah; and on Fridays, he 


‘goes to Caulfield racecourse and 


has a solo session in which he con- 
centrates on building up his 
stamina and speed. 

This night is a mixture of short- 
sharp sprints. and a long fairly fast

To cap off the week, Syd gets 
out of bed early on Sunday morn- 
ings, and (together with two or 
three team-mates) goes to the soc- 
cer ground and runs off any stiff- 
ness he might have gotten in the 
_vrevious day’s game. 


& I asked him to account for his 


ewildering dribbling skill, and he 
laughed when I suggested it was 
perhaps just a natural attribute. 


| “To a. certain extent it’s natu- 

ral,” he agreed, “but mostly it is 
a result of practice and still more 
practice.” 


Firstly, Syd does two or three 
laps of the ground, passing the ball 
from foot: to foot as he moves at 
top speed. Then he dribbles round 
the centre circle, manipulating the 
ball solely by use of his left foot. 

Afterwards he reverses his 


direction and concentrates on the 
other foot. This, he explains, elimi- 


nates any awkwardness in either . 


foot and teaches the use of both 
the inside and outside of the foot. 


Finally, he spaces several stakes 


over a distance of 30 or 40 yards 
and dribbles in and around the 
stakes, treating each as an oppo- 
nent and practisine his body 
vswerves and feints, 


Oe Syd is single, which just goes to .- 


show that the local girls must be 
blind, because he is tall (six feet), 
dark, and if not exactly handsome, 
well at least he has an infectious 
grin. 

When he’s at fighting weight, he 
tips twelve stone, and it’s all bone 
and muscle. 

He doesn’t drink or smoke; and 
his favourite sports are tennis and 
golf. He’s just average at tennis, 
but if soccer didn’t take up ‘so 
much of his time, he’d really be a 
hot shot with a golf club. ‘ 


When he was 16, he was Junior 
Champion of Downfield Golf Club, 
and won the Taylor Rosebowl. Tro- 
phy that same year. 


To-day, with little time to de- 


vote to the game, he plays off an 
eight handicap, and says that when 
his soccer days are over he might 
concentrate on his other love. 

I asked him what was his great- 
est, sporting thrill, and he answered 
without hesitation. He said: 

“Being selected to play in the 
tour of Queensland. But I’m hop- 


‘ing to surpass that thrill in the. 


near future.’ 
He didn’t have to tell me he was 


thinking about Melbourne, 1956. - 


Already, after having represented 
Victoria three times in the Adel- 
aide Inter-state carnival last year, 
and starring in the State team 
which beat New Zealand by one 
goal to nil, he has merited selec- 
tion as twelfth man in an Austra- 
lian Test team. 


That was for the first Test 
against New Zealand in Melbourne 
this year, and it is a strong indi- 
cation that Syd is due for a place 
in fhe national team soon. 

His team-mate and captain, Tom 
Jack, is confident that Syd is on 
the up-grade, and forecasts: “Once 


in the team, he’ll be there for 


many games.” 

Last year, Syd was runner-up 
for the “Argus” “Best and Fair- 
est” Medal, and this year istagain 
in second place, only two points 
behind the leader, Jack Wilson (of 
Brighton). . 

Modestly, Syd attributes his vast 
improvement during the last two 
years’ to his team-mates, Tom 
Jack, Henry Rice and Harry 
Sutherland, who have all given him 
the benefit of their experience in 
top-class British soccer.

Syd claims they have spent a 
lot of time helping him improve 
his game, pointing out his faults, 
and showing him how to develop 
his natural football skill. 


He thinks that, if ever he gets 
that coveted berth in the Olympic 
team, it will be the result of a joint 
effort by those men and the Vic- 
torian coach, Len Young. 


I asked Syd who was his toughest 
opponent in Australia, and he in- 
stantly mentioned former J.U.S.T. 
player, Ivan Senisen, a Jugo-Slav. 


“Ivan has superb. bal! control,” 
explained. Syd, “and, once. in pos- 


session of the ball, is very’ diffi- 


cult to dispossess. Added to that 
he is a very solid tackler, and 
when you’ve played against him, 
you know you’ve been playing.” 

There’s only one more thing to 
be said about Syd Thomas, and 
that is about his unusual hobby of 
collecting all Australian soccer 
news, 


I queried this strange pastime, 
and at last I caught a glimpse of 
the traditional Scottish spirit as he 
answered me: “I send all soccer 
news -home to father,” Syd said 
seriously, “it helps him fill in his 
footba’ coupon.”
